LETTER FROM MEMPHIS. 


M e m p h i s , (Tenn)., Nov. 8, 1873. 
E d i t o r L o s A n g e l e s H e r a l d : — 
Some body has been kintl enough to 
send me a copy of your weekly, for 
which I return thanks, and if you will 
put my name on .your subscription 
list as a dead-head, I promise to send 
you an occasional letter. I noticed 
your advertisement in the Newt Let­ 
ter, and I suspected that you had been 
stealing my thunder in the matter of 
your principles. Be independent, as 
a matter of course,—near no collar 
of any party or clique,—but keep con­ 
stantly in view t-te great head-light 
of Republicanism: State Rights. 
Read Mr. Stephens’ hook every now 
uad then to keep your memory re­ 
freshed, and your instinct correct. 
Fight Centralism (which is Imperial­ 
ism), and corruption. If you would 
make a paying paper, however, do not 
devote too much space to matters out­ 
side the county of Los Angeles. Ex­ 
cuse me, I do not wish to give advice, 
but to approve. 
I have seated myself to talk to old 
friends and acquaintances, whom I 
may never meet on earth again, and 
whom I cherish with fond tenderness. 
Good friends let us gossip a little. 
Tom Mott, (may your hearing never 
grow worse, or your shadow less, old 
fellow), what lias become of him? 
They toll me lie is married, and the 
father of many children. 
Do you 
mind Tom when we went to Santa 
Barbara to examine the coal mine 
which we found to be worthless, but 
found a pair of ponies to re-imburse 
us, or you rather, for the outlay of the 
trip? Ned Kewen is still one of you. 
I hear he got on Fort Alcatraz during 
the war, and remained some time.

Ridley tells me that Winston is as 
natural as the Bella Union itself) and 
as good and as true as he is natural? 
Where is old Joe Huber? I think 
some one told me that Joe had been 
running for County Clerk! Stop such 
folly, Joseph. 
I have forgotten Don Benito Wilson 
until l ^ o f .a j w a # a sh a m e d of myself, 
you Los Angeles people little know 
th-» worth or yonr vlgneron who di­ 


verts by the margin of the lake. W hat 
a great hearted whole-souled man he 
is, and his ixilitics suit me exactly— 
he is an independent States Rights’ 
man, who don’t give a copper for par­ 
ty or party machinery. 
* And where is my friend Spencer H. 
Wilson? 1 hope lie is still alive, and, 
if so, you M ill travel many miles to 
tint! a better fellow. 
The irrepressible Banning! 
1 know 
he still maintains full sway about New 
town—you call It Wilmington now. 
Do you remember those tierce wars of 
ours, Banning? 
When you under­ 
took to “crush out our patriotic oppo­ 
sition, anti place the yoke of monoply” 
on the p-e-e-puls (thats the May Andy 
Johuson pronounces it.) neck! Didn’t 
we go for you, and didn’t you clean us 
out, you monopolist! Many times as 
I lav expecting a real enemy, did I 
think of the time when we went down 
and possessed ourselves of the Timm’s 
M-arehouse, and stole a wateh on your 
watchmen. But, plague you, you had 
us out by legal process in a few hours. 
Wasn’t Brent hard to beat in a law 
suit, especially when he had you for a 
client, and we had old Reynolds for a 
lawyer?

thrown away in iron.

Am 
a member of the Methodist Church, 
and a strict business routinist, ruling 
my part of the big corporation I am 
attached to like a inan-oi-M’ar. 
Don’t 
care a fig for politics. Will accept but 
one office, and that is Congressman. 
Next Spring, d. v. I am coming out 
to California to prospect a little. If at 
that time I can see a piece of newspa­ 
per property for sale which suits me, I 
may stay with you, otherwise I shall 
be ‘ under the necessity of coming 
back here anti going to Congress.

H e r a l d will rejoice with them, just 
as when a fine building is erected or a 
public park laid out. 
But it may not 
be amiss to state that anything above 
2:50, or perhaps 2:40, is not good speed. 
Perhaps, though, our ignorance of the 
turf has led us into error. But what 
is demanded now is an agricultural 
fair, an industrial fair; a fair that will 
exhibit the products and industries of 
Southern California. W ith a series of 
races we have no fight; let those who 
enjoy them have all they want. But 
we do think an agricultural fair, one 
that will educate and stim ulate the 
farmer, will be of untold more value 
to the community than all the races 
which can be run. Let not the associa­ 
tion or its self-appointed managers 
usurp the place, and the resources, and 
the name of an agricultural fair, and 
then give us nothing but races. Let 
them not go before the Legislature 
with a plea of assisting industry in 
their mouths, and devote the proceeds 
which a generous State bestows upon 
them, in pursuits which do not benefit 
the people, directly. 
We hear that the society meets to­ 
day. W hether the advice and the 
course of the H e r a l d be approved by 
them, we know not; but we do feel 
assured, from the depth of our con­ 
viction, that they will weigh well the 
complaints which have been made. 
That the demands of the industrious 
classes will be considered and their 
complaints adjusted, we have every 
reason to hope. If this be not done, 
Los Angeles and the association will 
be the losers. 


O n e of the wants of our city is a 
good boarding-house, where plain, but 
comfortable board can be had at a rea­ 
sonable price. Hundreds of people are 
coming here every week, either to 
spend the winter for their health, or 
to look around and examine the re­ 
sources of the country; and the ques­ 
tion of a temporary home within their 
means is an important one. We know 
of one eastern family, that after stop­ 
ping here a few days returned to San 
Francisco, and there are doubtless very 
many others who would stop, and be­ 
come permanent citizens here, If they 
did not experience so much difficulty 
in finding a place to stay. 


T h e Morning Harangue, in a bitter 
and personal article, yesterday, stated 
th at all but four exhibitors received 
prizes or medals. As the sum total of 
all the prizes at the Rink was less than 
$400, and all the exhibitors received 
prizes, a “ telling tale” is told con­ 
cerning the exhibit, which may be all 
the fancy of our enemies painted. A 
simple problem in mathematics is 
presented. How large a number can 
go a large num ber of times in 400. 
The schoolmaster offers this a s a prob­ 
lem . 


The New York Timen of November 
7th, makes the annexed honest confes­ 
sion, in commenting upon the result 
of the late election in that State: 
In the State the Democrats have not 
materially Increased their strength—it 
is our own strength that has declined. 
This means, to tell the plain truth, th at 
party and adm inistration are both un­ 
der a cloud. W e hope that none of the 
Republican leaders will deny this; be­ 
cause if they do, it may prevent them 
applying themselves to the discovery 
of those remedies for the present evil 
which can alone prevent the over­ 
throw of their party.

Completion of the M ilitary Telegraph 
Line to l ’uma 
Rain, etc. 
Ban Drr.co, Nov.' 18. 
The great event of completing the 
main trunk of the San Diego and Ari­ 
zona m ilitary telegraph line, was con­ 
summated to-day by 
the arrival at 
Yuma of the construction party from 
San Diego. 
Work was commenced 
on this line at San Diego by one party, 
August 28th; by a second party at 
Prescott, September 2d; by a third 
party at Yuma, September 18th, and 
by a fourth party at Maricopa Wells 
October 11th. The length of wire al­ 
ready strung is four hundred and sev­ 
enteen miles. The labor has been per­ 
formed by soldiers under civilian fore­ 
men; the number of working days ag­ 
gregate one hundred and sixty-seven. 
The date of completion was more than 
one month sooner than the earliest 
date set by the superintendent at the 
commencement. 
Remembering the 
great distances poles and other mate­ 
rial had to be moved, the difficulties 
of supplying working parties w ith 
water und forage on the desert and 
burren plains, and the intense heat 
prevailing, the completion of this line 
thus early surprises all, even those 
bearing the burden. The general su­ 
perintendent of construction and loca­ 
tion of route was under the charge of 
R. R. Haines, of the W estern Union 
Telegraph Company, assisted by Cap­ 
tain George F. Price of the Fifth Cav­ 
alry The formeen of the construction 
were D. McKillop, George H. Wilson, 
and A. W. P. Ladd; electricians, R. 
H. Howe, Thomas E. Atkinson, Wm. 
B. Ellison; commanders of troops, 
Captain Wm. E. Dowc Captain George 
F. Price, Lieutenant J. F. Trout. 
The branch line to Tucson from the 
Maricopa Wells is being rapidly erect­ 
ed, and will undoubtedly be complet­ 
ed by the first of December. 
The officials, m ilitary and civil of 
Prescott and Yuma, are exchanging 
congratulatory telegrams with other 
various departments and cities most 
interested in its completion.

The prisoners were 
discharged on the ground that they 
were in possession of the rauch about 
which the riot occurred and were jus­ 
tified in putting Green off'. 
Great in­ 
dignation is felt throughout this por­ 
tion of the county at their release by 
the Judge. The two McLeans, Win. 
W. Dow and Mrs. Kinsey, returned to 
Pescadero to-day, and Mr. Kinsey left 
for San Francisco. Win. Ream, one 
of the prisoners, was discharged dur­ 
ing the examination on motion of I he 
prosecution. 
Theeitizens of Redwood City and vi­ 
cinity held a meeting at the* court 
house, to express indignation at the 
discharge of prisoners in the ease ot 
the People vs. Chas. Kinsey and oth­ 
ers who have been examined in rela­ 
tion to thoir connection with the affair 
resulting in the affray at Green’s 
ranch last week. 
The following dis­ 
patch from that place upon tlu* re­ 
turn of certain of the prisoners after 
their discharge, was read: 
To 
District 
Attorney—W illiam 
Dow, McLean Brothers, and Mrs. K in­ 
sey arrived here, we give them until 
12 o’clock to leave town forever. 
The meeting adopted the following 
resolutions: 
Resolved, By the people of Redwood 
City, in public meeting assembled, 
that it is with astonishment and indig­ 
nation that we have learned of the 
action of Justice W alsh in discharging 
the prisoners, Charles Kinsey and 
wife, W. W. Dow, A. W. and Michael 
McLean, in the case of the People vs. 
Kinsey, and others. 
The case has at­ 
tracted public notice and attention to 
a large degree, and we have watched 
the testimony and procedings w ith no 
interest other than a desire that jus­ 
tice should be done, and from the evi­ 
dence in the case we feel confident 
that so far as the action of the magis­ 
trate could accomplish that result, the 
ends of justice have been defeated by 
the discharge of the prisoners without 
putting them on trial. 
Resolved, That such a result could 
only have been reached through gross 
ignorance, stupidity or undue influence 
of others. 
Resolved, That a m agistrate, who 
for any cause commits so great an out­ 
rage against justice and good govern­ 
ment, is unworthy of position, and we 
now request him to resign the office of 
Justice of the Peace of this township. 
Resolved, That the parties should 
be re-arrested, and brought to a fair 
and impartial trial.

Chamber of Commerce. 
A meeting of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce was held last evening. 
A communication from Mr. Wad- 
dington, proposing to get up a direc­ 
tory, was read and referred to the 
Committee on Publication. It was 
well received and probably will re­ 
ceive report. 
A communication was received from 
Col. Warner, stating there was dan­ 
ger that the river would change its 
course to the old bed and run down 
Alameda street. This was referred to 
the Common Council with a recom­ 
mendation from the Chamber of Com- 
mcne. 
A letter from the Secretary of the 
Merchants’ Exchange of San Fran­ 
cisco, was read in answer to the re­ 
quest of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, that proper credit should 
be given to Los Angeles. The Ex­ 
change proposed to do all in its power 
to bring this about. 
A motion was made that a com­ 
mittee be appointed to draft an ad­ 
dress stating the objects of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, what it had accom­ 
plished and what it purposed. This is 
to be mailed to the citizens of the 
county. Gov. Downey, Mr. New- 
mark and Judge Wldney, were ap­ 
pointed the committee. 
Mr. Nesfteld, Captain Win. Moore 
and Mr. Storke, were elected members 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 
A series of resolutions were passed, 
thanking the agents of the Pacific 
Mail, the San Francisco papers and 
the Secretary of the Exchange, for 
their courtesies. A copy will be pre 
sented to-morrow. 
The Chamber congratulate them­ 
selves that Los Angeles, through its 
efforts in general ana Mr. New mark 
especially, have brought about justice 
to Los Angeles in respect to its ex­ 
port and import credits. 


OUR BUSINES8 HOUSES. 
T he Clarendon H otel. 
The old Bella Union is no more, und 
in its place is a bright new house to be 
known in future as the Clarendon 
Hotel. Additions, alterations and im­ 
provements are the order of the day, 
and as one walks through the bright 
and softly carpeted halls and offices, 
it is hard to replace even in the mind’s 
eye the old land marks of the former 
establishment. A new office has been 
added to the hotel. It was formerly 
the eigar and fancy store of Mr. Shep­ 
pard and the headquarters of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. 
No one could recognize it now. It has 
been entirely refitted and painted, and 
serves the purpose of an elegant loung­ 
ing room as well as the business office 
of the hotel. A dozen antique Eliza- 
bcthiun chairs, from the California 
Theater in San Francisco, have been 
purciiased to adorn it; lounges and 
easy chairs, reading tables and chess 
tables, constitute the balance of the 
furniture. 
An elegant advertising 
mirror and bureau of information, set 
in gold and black walnut, fills up the 
background. The office desks, safes, 
etc., are new and of the latest style, 
while a tapestry Brussels carpet of a 
flower pattern in crimson and gold 
covers the floor. The gas fittings are 
new and in entire accordance with the 
rest of the furniture. From the office 
we proceed to the dining room, where 
great alterations are going on. A 
staircase is in course of construction 
to lead from the story above as a sepa­ 
rate entrance for ladies. The spacious 
room has been repainted and the walls 
and ceiling tinted a warm French gray. 
The gas fixtures have been replaced, 
and additional lights added. Elegant 
pictures are hung on the walls, and 
more will shortly be added. There are 
ten tables for guests, exclusive of those 
for the use of families, and a hundred 
guests can dine at the same time with­ 
out inconvenience. From the dining­ 
room to the kitchen is but a short dis­ 
tance, and we enter the realms of Mon­ 
sieur Charles Rosseau, now the chief 
cook at the Clarendon, and formerly 
chef at the Union Club in San Fran­ 
cisco. Mr. Jones is head of the pastry 
department, also especially engaged 
for tiie hotel. Both these gentlemen 
enjoy a high reputation in their sev­ 
eral | lines. The range lias been re­ 
modelled and reconstructed, and pipes 
pass from the steam-chest entirely 
through the dining-room, keeping it 
at an even and pleasant temperature. 
The great hotel bane of semi-cold 
dinners is avoided by an apparatus 
heated by steam, in which everything 
is placed after being cooked. A carver 
stands in the center, ready to attend to 
the orders. 
There is also an apparatus for coffee, 
tea, chocolate, hot water nnd hot milk. 
This is placed in the dining room, but 
connects with pipes with the steam 
chest. All vegetables are also cooked 
by steam, and our reporter was captus 
ridore culinoe. In the same depart­ 
ment is an apparatus for washing dish­ 
es. The hot water here as throughout 
is produced from steam. The furnaces 
are underneath in the cellars, and 
pipes run in all directions to bath 
rooms, and every place where hot 
water is necessary or can be utilized. 
At the back of the hotel is a building 
immediately connected with the main 
building, containing sixteen rooms. 
This the proprietors have leased and 
rejuvinated, and thus added greatly to 
the extent of their accommodations. 
The premises of the Clarendon, there­ 
fore, run all the way now from Main 
street to Los Angeles street. From 
the culinary department we go to the 
laundry and drying rooms. Here hot 
steam pipes again come into play, so 
that linen can be washed and dried in 
ihe wettest weather, in twenty min­ 
utes. On the right hand side of the 
court-yard behind the house, are six 
solid stone cellars. They are adapted 
and used for the storage of vegetables, 
meat, wine, etc. 
The bar room is exquisitely fitted 
up and lias been repainted and reno­ 
vated. It is carpeted with ricli crim­ 
son, green and blue Brussels tapestry, 
and differs only from the adjoining 
reading room from the fact that the 
latter is carpeted with white, green 
and crimson. Elegant pictures and 
sporting scenes adorn the walls of botli 
bar and reading room, and in the lat­ 
ter are four card tables. An air of 
luxury pervades the whole. A bronze 
chandelier with eight crystal globes in 
two tiers is suspended from the ceil­ 
ing, and the flllagre work is edged 
with gold. Three mirrors light up one 
side of the bar and reflect the bright 
rays of silver and glassware hung on 
the racks. Every day at 11 a. m. a 
recherche hot lunch is served up, fol­ 
lowed by a cold collation at 1 p. m. 
and a second hot lunch in the evening 
at 8. The billiard room, like that in 
the Grand Hotel at San Francisco, is 
under the liar room, and contains 
three laurel wood sliver mounted 
tables, all reset, remodeled and re­ 
covered. Laurul wood racks receive 
the private cues of gentlemen, and the 
appointments generally are of a high 
order. To the left hand side and lead­ 
ing from the billiard room is a private 
card and party room beautifully ta- 
pestred and finished like the otfice, 
with lounges, antique Elizabetldati 
chairs, etc. Ascending again we no­ 
tice at the rear of the bar room, mar­ 
ble topped and silver fitted stationary 
marble washstands, and other conve­ 
niences in the most modern style. 
The staircase leading to the main hull 
is carpeted with body Brussels and 
edged with iron gray oil cloth of a 
choice pattern The parlors are re­ 
fitted with white and gold carpets, re­ 
painted, cAlcimined and adorned witli 
marble statuettes, vaces, etc., and a 
new piano forte just imported from 


Berlin. The halls and passages 
throughout are newly carpeted. Noth­ 
ing in a hotel looks so well as nice 
bright halls, and those have been 
thoroughly redecorated. 
The suites of rooms are being refurn­ 
ished with black walnut and cottage 
sets. The bed rooms are entirely refit­ 
ted and the beds supplied with spring, 
hair and pulu mattresses throughout. 
A covered archway will shortly block 
out the view of the old court-yard. 
Elegant tapestries and lace curtains 
decorate the windows of most of the 
rooms, and in many cases, old doors 
have been taken out between the par­ 
lor and bedroom of a suite,and replaced 
by an archway, with rich tapestry 
hanging in thick folds. Tliesuites are 
furnished, some with bronze and gold, 
crimson and gold and blue and gold 
reps, and Major Ustick’s private rooms 
are a bijou palace. There are sixty- 
two sleeping rooms in the main build­ 
ing- and sixteen in the addition; also 
two bath rooms, newly fitted for the 
use of guests; a new idea in lunch 
tables lias been added, consisting of 
three small high stands each side of 
the main tabic, on which gentlemen 
can place their plates etc., and chut 
whilst enjoying a snack. 
We had almost omitted to mention 
that the supervisor and head of the 
saloon, is our long time friend, W. H. 
Stedman, of San Francisco, where he 
held similar positions, at the Agricul­ 
tural Park, Cliff House, Cady’s and 
Frank Garcia’s. 
In compounding 
those subtle draughts known as 
punches, he is Oscar Lewis' only 
rival. 
There is a staff'of twenty assistants 
in the house, which is larger than lias 
ever been attempted here before. 
Colonel J. M. Staples is caterer, and 
Major W. L. Ustick general manager. 
Colonel Staples is a fine middle aged 
gentleman, who has had twenty years 
experience in the Bernard House New 
York, the Auzerais House in San Jose, 
and that gem of all California hotels, 
the Bernard House in Vallejo. Major 
Ustick is hero, there and everywhere, 
and by his courtesy and genial ways 
makes hosts of friends. Friend Harry 
McKinnie presides in the office, and 
long may he continue. We cannot 
close the notice without congratula­ 
ting Messrs. Ustick nnd Staples on the 
great “results they have accomplish­ 
ed,” and wishing them long years of 
increasing prosperity ill their new 
home.
